W ASHINGTON. July 16 —Secre­ 
tary of S tate M arshall announced 
today the United States is taking 
steps to 
turn 
ov er 10 m erchant 
ships to Turkey as a first mov e in 
the new program of strengthening 
the Turkish armed forces. 
M arshall told a press conference 
th at, with the Nav y’s concurrence, 
he had asked the M aritim e commis­ 
sion to sell Turkey six U. S. gov ­ 
ernm ent-ow ned cargo - passenger 
v essels. The M aritim e commission 
also is being asked to sell four 
surplus v essels to Turkey. 
M arshall was asked w hether this 
represented the first transfer un­ 
der the $100.000,000 undertaking to 
strengthen Turkey, and he replied 
affirm ativ ely. M arshall noted that 
the sale of the six cargo-passenger 
v essels did not inv olv e expenditure 
of any U. S funds. They will be 
paid for in cash. 
Medium Size Ships 
The six cargo-passenger v essels 
were described as pre-w ar built and 
of medium size. The four surplus 
craft were 
built during 
the war 
and were not otherwise described.

Illinois' Little Egypt, comprising 16 cou nties near 
the conflu ence of the Ohio and Mississippi rivers, once 
was one of the most fabu lou sly fertile sections of the 
notion However, failu re to control erosion and floods 
has sent its rich soil chu rning down the mu ddy rivers 
In a su rvey of Little Egypt, economists find that 77 
of every 1,000 residents are receiving some ty pe of pu b­ 
lic assistance, compared with a state average of 32 In 
one cou nty the ratio was 150 per 1,000. With a view to 
reclaiming this land, the state has allocated $25,000 
for an investigation u nd Its agricu ltu ral station has 
condu cted some encou raging demonstrations. 
Agro­ 
nomists say part, bu t not all, of Little Egy pt probably 
¿an be made fertile again. 
Whu t has happened to Little Egypt is happening 
on a far vaster scale. Tlie millions of dollars of loss 
incu rred in the recent Mississippi floods don't tak e 
into accou nt the thou sands of tons of soil swept away, 
and that was the most valu able item lost. 
Its valu e 
cannot be compu ted in dollars. Until a bold conserva­ 
tion program is set u p, these floods will recu r. 
A land 
that can't control its flood waters eventu ally will be a 
poor land.
